TO: American Members of the Bilderberg Steering Committee 
FROM: Joseph E. Johnson | 7 


As you know, we have been asked to send the Prince, by December 15, a list 
of not more than 25 Americans for the May 1969 Bilderberg. Assuming that all nine mem- 
bers of the Steering Committee plan to 80, we have 16 places to fill. Daniel Bell, who is 
writing the paper on agenda item 1, will, of course, be invited, but I hope we can have 
16 Americans in addition to him. 


After talking with some Steering Committee members on the Phone and at a trun- 
cated meeting on 2 December, I recommend the following, which represents a narrowing 
down of the list I sent you on 27 November. 


(1) that we invite the following six People for themselves, | +» Ufany of them 
can't come, we won't seek a Specific alternate but will use the vacancy for one of the 
categories below: 


Dean Rusk, John W. Gardner, Bill D. Moyers, Rev. Joe Broderick (known by 
AHD and JE} --he is chief legal advisor of the Dominican Friars and as such a rather 
special case), Julian Bond and John D. Rockefeller IV (both of whom are young, involved 
in state government and able to contribute to the discussion on instability). 


(2) Executive branch of the government 
Henry A. Kissinger and one or two other Persons, hopefully the Secretary or 
Under Secretary of State, and Possibly Daniel Moynihan or Raymond Price. 


(3) Congress; one Republican and one Democrat (perhaps more if we have extra 
places): 
Republicans: Senator Edward Brooke or Senator Charles McC. Mathias. 
Democrats: Senator Edward Kennedy, Senator Edmund Muskie or Senator 
George McGovern 


(4) Experts on urban problems and instability in US society; two, and if space 
permits, three of the following: 


(6) People in the communications field; one of the following: 
Willie Morris, Robert Manning, A. M. Rosenthal 


(7) University administrators or foundation officials; one of the following: 
Alan Pifer, Carnegie Corporation 
Francis X. Sutton, Ford Foundation 
Howard Johnson, MIT 
Charles A. Young, UCLA 


‘The only person on the list whom one would naturally think of as a businessman 
is Mr. Land, although Greenberg is now in business. Query: since six of the members of the 
Steering Committee are bankers or business executives, do we want to add others, in view 
of the somewhat different agenda this year, and if so, in place of whom? 


‘There are no persons from organized labor on the list. We have always had dif- 
ficulty in getting people from labor. Should we think of a labor mediator such as Theodore 
Kheel or David Cole, or perhaps James Reynolds, retiring Under Secretary of Labor, who, 
believe, is highly regarded both by business and labor? 


I shall try to call you early next week to get your views on this list.

Mr. Terkelsen at the meeting of the Steering Committee in Kont 
Tremblant and he asked whether any details could be given concerning 
the place where the Conference could be held. 

Nr. Terkelsen replied that "Marienlyst" would be a suitable place. 
The hotel was situated at about one hour's distance by car from Copen- 
hagen and it would be available for the Conference from Friday May 
9th through Sunday Nay llth, 1969, the period Suggested at the 
Steering Committee's meeting of April 23th, 1968 at Mont Tremblant. 

The hotel would be at the exclusive disposal of the Conference. A 
special wing containing the restaurant would remain open to the public 
but this would be no objection as there would be no communication or 
contact with the section reserved for the Conference. 

9, 10 and 1l May 1969 were then definitely fixed as the dates for 
the Conference (arrival at the Conference Thursday Hay 8th). 


3. AGENDA 


After a long discussion it was decided to change for this year the 
traditional pattern of the Agenda in the sense that there would not 
be one political and one economic subject. The agenda adopted for the 
mext Conference reads as follows: 


I. Elesents of instability in western society; 


II. Conflicting attitudes within the Vestern World towards 
relations with the U.S.5.2%. and the other Cossunist States 
of Zastern-surope in the light of recent events. 

It was decided to invite Professor Ralf Gustav Dahrendorf of 
Constance University (Germany) and Professor Daniel Bell of Coluabia 
University (United States) to write each a paper on Item I of the 
Agenda. Professor Dahrendorf would be invited directly by His Royal 
Highness and Professor Sell by Hr. Johnson. Frangois Duchéne would be 
invited by Hr. Stone to write a paper on the second subject of the 
Agenda. If Hr. Duchéne would not be in a position to draft such a do- 
document, Nr. Stone would write the paper.
